Can’t Abandon Friends. 

“It must be perfectly apparent 
to the people of the United States 
that we cannot count on friends 
in Western Europe if our strategy 
in the event of war dictates that 
we shall first abandon them to the 
enemy with a promise of later 
liberation. 

“Yet that is the only strategy 
that can prevail if the military 
balance of power in Europe is to 
be carried on the wings of out 
bombers and deposited in re- 
serves this side of the ocean. It 
is a strategy that would produce 
nothing better than impotent and 
disillusioned allies in the event of

Bradley said the signing of the 
Atlantic Pact makes no longer 
necessary “the trumpet that 
sounded the warning phrase ‘cold 
war.’” 

“We can too readily become the 
victims of our own slogans,” he 
said. “If we do not soon renounce 
our catch-word addiction in all too 
many minds that ‘cold war’ is the 
overture to real war, we may find 
ourselves with a mentality that ac- 
cepts conflict as the inevitable 
end. . 

“This is precisely what we have 
denied by the North Atlantic Pact. 
The American people must free 
themselves from the tyranny of 
‘cold war’ thinking and measure 
the promises of this pact in bright- 
er hopes of peace.” 

Bradley said the pact may be- 
come just as important to Ameri- 
can security as the atomic bomb. 

“As a soldier,” he said. “I re- 
luctantly participate in discussion 
of a proposed treaty prior to its 
debate in the United States Sen- 
ate. I have no desire to invade 
civilian responsibility for conduct 
of foreign affairs.” 

He said the alliance “is so close- 
ly allied to our own armed 
strength that the American peo- 
ple deserve the candid opinion of 
their appointed advisers.” 

“Without Western Europe, the 
New World would stand alone, an 
island of embattled freedom in a 
hostile and despotic world,” Brad- 
ley continued. “Western Europe 
must count on us if it is to sur- 
vive. And we must count on 
Western Europe if we are to en- 
GUPGr a: « 

“In the final analysis, 
ern Europe can be saved only by 
the Western Europeans. But to 
save themselves they must have 
the will and the means to resist.” 

This will to resist is developed 
partly by possession of the means 
—tanks, planes, guns—and partly 
by the assurance they would be 
ddequately helped in sufficient 
time, Bradley said. 

“Without these means and with- 
out these specific assurances of 
aid, any nation of Western Europe 
if threatened by aggression might 
fall the victim of despair,” he said. 
“And .that despair is worth 100 
divisions to an aggressor on the 
march.” 

May Be Last Army Day. 

This may be the last Army day 
celebration. The National Mili- 
tary Establishment is studying 
suggestions that, in the spirit of 
unification, it might be well to 
abandon the separate “days” for 
the Army, Navy and Air Force 
and observe a single day for the 
combined armed forces. 

The idea had strong support 
from Bradley himself. In his New 
York speech he said: “If in rid- 
ding ourselves of Army, Navy and 
Air Force days, we could also 
rid ourselves of the competition 
they tend to kindle, then we might 
better join hands in a single na- 
tional security day.” 

Navy day is observed on Oct. 
27, the birthday of the late Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt, advo- 
cate of a big Navy. Air Force day 
falls on Sept. 18, the date on 
which the air arm achieved equal 
footing with the Army and Navy. 


SIR SEYMOUR HICKS, 78, DIES 


LONDON, April 6 (UP)—Sir 
Seymour Hicks, actor, playwright 
and producer, died early today at 
his home in Fleet, Hampshire, 
after a long siege of influenza. He 
was 78 years old. Mr. Hicks first 
appeared on the London stage in 
1887.

Korea. 

“The United Nations has not | 
failed the peoples of the world,” | 
Evatt said. “The peoples of the | 
world have faith in the United | 
Nations. It is their chief instru-| 

~ “ment in the struggle to create a! 
world based upon justice. Nothing 
. else is a substitute for it; nothing 
~ @lse can be a substitute for it.”

Hector McNeil, British Minister 
of State and a delegate to the | 
United Nations, told the same 
gathering the Atlantic pact may 
mean the beginning of the U.N, 

The Western nations were com- 
pelled to seek co-operation on a 
region basis because they had 
failed to secure it on a world-wide 
basis, McNeil said. 

“Since trust and good faith did 
mot exist between us, and since 
consequently the United Nations 
seemed incapable of investing it- 
self with the power visualized in 
the Charter, neither small nor 

. great nations’ could in honesty 
«+ Commit themselves to this incom- 
plete organization, and the West- 
ern powers were reluctantly driv- 
en to search the Charter for other 
means of guaranteeing their safe-«¢ 
ty,” he said. 
_ He said that long before the 
» Atlantic pact, Russia had made it 
» Clear that it too was seeking oth- 
er methods. McNeil said the At- 
Jantic pact in no way clashed 
.. with the U.N. Charter, but rather 
was a “beginning of underwriting 
. & sector of world peace.” 
Sforza on Africa. 

Count Carlo Sforza, Italy’s For- 
eign Minister, told the gathering 
that Europe must maintain in- 
fluence over Africa in order to 
defend both the United States and 
Europe from “the Soviet danger.” 

Sforza said Europe's loss of in- 
fluence over Asia was a “sad 
event.” 

“We must keep our younger 
brother, Africa, by the hand, and

Referring to Italy’s efforts to 
secure return of its African col- 
onies as United Nations trusts, he 
said “Africa cannot be built with- 
out the help of Italy. Colonies are 
a thing of the past, but we have 
the ability to help Africa to prog- 
ress and independence.”

The Democrats Win 


As was expected, Joseph M. Darst has been 
elected Mayor of St. Louis with a comfortable 
margin of votes over his Republican opponent, 
J. Edward Gragg. The campaign was a listless 
one. Mr. Gragg attempted to capitalize on the 
gambling issue, but the community refused to 
saddle on Mr, Darst the mistakes made by Gov. 
Smith in connection with the Police Board. 

St. Louis has had eight years of excellent 
municipal government under two Republican 
Mayors—William Dee Becker and Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann. It might have been expected to return 
the party to office. But Mayor Kaufmann’s un- 
expected retirement caught the party unpre- 
pared. Mr. Gragg was pulled out of a hat by 
Louis Nolte, leader of the anti-Kaufmann fac- 
tion, and was reluctantly accepted by the pro- 
Kaufmann group. He has had no experience in 
public office and was little known to the city. 

We wish for Mr. Darst every success in the 
next four years. As Director of Public Welfare 
during the two Dickmann administrations, he 
knows his way around the City Hall. He has 
before him, as an object lesson, the record of 
his two able predecessors—and the record is a 
clean, efficient, progressive one. AS we see it, 
the main danger confronting the new Mayor is 
his tendency to be a thorough-going organization 
Democrat. Since the local Democratic party is 
badly in need of house-cleaning, we hope Mr. 
Darst will rise above flat partisan considerations 
in his appointments. 

In this election, Louis Nolte lost the magic 
touch that has returned him to the office of 
Comptroller no less than eight consecutive times, 
and twice in the face of Democratic sweeps. 
Moreover, he was beaten by a political un- 
known. Mr. Nolte did run more than 4000 
votes ahead of the Republican candidate for 
Mayor, but he was unable to overcome the Dem- 
ocratic tide. Mr. Carpenter, in his victory mes- 
sage, gracefully aspires to acquire in office some- 
thing of Mr. Nolte’s reputation for integrity. We 
hope Mr. Carpenter, in his post on the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, will work with 
Mayor Darst for civic progress. 

Mayor Kaufmann can leave office with deep 
personal satisfaction over a job well done. He 
was young and inexperienced when William Dee 
Becker's tragic death made him the head of the 
city government. But he knew how to take ad- 
vice and he had a quick and intelligent mind. 
After he won the office in his own right, he 
showed that he was the master of his job. He 
has worked unceasingly night and day in the 
interest of St. Louis, and has many accomplish- 
ments to his credit. St. Louis owes a debt of 
gratitude to Aloys P. Kaufmann and wishes him 
well in his future. 
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GI Joe Keeps Up 


It has been customary on Army day to pay 
tribute to that most deserving fighting man 
known variously as the foot soldier, infantryman 
and doughboy. He was hailed as a kind of Ajax 
and Sisyphus rolled into one. He’s still as val- 
lant as was ever Ajax or any other hero for 
whom Homer smote his bloomin’ lyre. But no 
longer is he in the same category with Sisyphus, 
that luckless Corinthian who was condemned to 
the eternal task of rolling up a hill a huge stone 
which constantly rolled back when near the top. 
No longer do the 30-mile hike and the 60-pound 
field pack carry the same menace of past years. 

The proportions of infantry in the armored 
division and of armored vehicles in the infantry 
division are increasing in step with advances in 
modern warfare. These are shifting the infan- 
tryman from what was once a foot role to an 
increasingly mounted role. Some divisions have 
armored personnel carriers to transport each 
squad and all its equipment. And as for equip- 
ment, the Army Ordnance Department an- 
nounced last week that the infantryman is to 
have a super bazooka firing a 4-inch rocket 
which will enable him “to carry by hand the 
punch of medium artillery.” 

Should he be called to arms again, the infan- 
tryman, instead of slogging weary miles through 
the mud and possibly worrying about sniper fire, 
could ride to battle in a bulletproof vehicle. And 
on arrival, instead of depending on his rifle and 
bayonet, he would be able to fortify himself 
with the knowledge that his bazooka carries the 
same wallop as does the 100-pcund shell from a 
155-millimeter field piece. Truly, GI Joe of the 
Infantry is keeping pace with the flyboys who 
lounge in B-36s up “in the wild blue yonder” 
and with the Macks who serve on the Navy’s air- 
conditioned cruisers! 
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The Aldermanic Race 


The real battles of ballots yesterday came in 
the aldermanic contests. With the unofficial 
count complete, the results in four wards are so 
close that they quite possibly might be changed 
by the official canvass. In some cases, the dif- 
ference between the successful and the defeated 
candidates seems to be less than 100 votes. 

Assuming, however, that the unofficial count 
is correct, the returns show that eight Demo- 
crats and six Republicans won places on the 
Board of Aldermen. Since the representatives 
of the even-numbered wards will remain in of- 
fice for another two years, this means that the 
Democrats will have a one-vote majority in the 
new board—a very slight margin, indeed. 

Their control of the board will be further 
handicapped by the fact that its incumbent pres- 
ident, Charles Albanese, is a Republican. It is 
possible, however, that the Democrats may try to 
cut his powers as they did those of Walter Neun, 
Republican board president in 1933, under sim- 
ilar circumstances. 

In any event, smooth functioning in City Hall 
will depend on Mayor Darst’s ability to rise 
above mere partisanship, and on a similar abil- 
ity on the part of the Aldermen. There are, of 
course, few real party issues in municipal gov- 
ernment. There is, for example, no Democratic 
way and no Republican way to write a zoning 
ordinance. There is only a good way and a 
bad way. So a close division between the par- 
ties need not preclude effective government. 
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The Board of Freeholders 


The voters can congratulate themselves on 
their discrimination in the selection of a Board 
of Freeholders. While the general Democratic 
sweep manifested itself in the choice of eight 
candidates who had that party’s support, inde- 
pendent recommendations carried more weight. 

Nine of the 13 candidates indorsed by the 
League of Women Voters, the Council on Civic 
Needs and this newspaper were elected. Some 
of the candidates, of course, had both partisan 


and non-partisan support. And it is only fair 


to say that the Democrats gave considerable 
thought to their freeholder recommendations. 

The rewriting of the City Charter calls for 
anything but outright partisanship, and it seems 


safe to say that an outstanding majority of the 
freeholders will rise above such narrowness. The 
tone for the work, no doubt, will be set by men 
like Henry Chadeayne, Raymond Tucker, Alroy 
Phillips, John Rollings, Clem Storckman, Claude 
Pearcy and John Shepley and by the two women 
members, Mrs. Becker and Mrs. Brungard. The 
former, incidentally, is a Republican yet led all 
the other candidates with more than 69,000 votes. 

With the exception of John J. Church, an AFL 
leader, the rest of the successful candidates are 
not very widely known in the community. They 
now have an unusual opportunity to distinguish 
themselves. While party workers must be given 
much of the credit for their election, they may 
also claim, iff a way, that they represent grass- 
roots interests. Well, they will now have their 
chance to prove themselves. 

St. Louis is a city in trouble. Whether its 
troubles will be reduced or magnified rests in 
considerable measure in the hands of the free- 


holders. 
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Horrors Not to Be Forgotten 

The heart-wrenching horrors of Effingham’s 
St. Anthony Hospital fire will never be wiped 
from some memories. They will not be forgotten 
by the methers whose babies died in the flames, 
nor by the nursing sisters who could not reach 
their helpless. patients. 

They_—will not be forgotten by the relatives 
and the would-be rescuers who listened in tragic 
frustration to the cries of mortal agony. They 
will not be forgotten by the firemen who worked 
in the glare and the smoke and the odor to get 
their hoses into play. 

Nor will the shocking catastrophe ever be for- 
gotten by those who sifted the charred debris 
for the pitiful remains of its victims. 

To all these go condolences and deep sym- 
pathy. These sentiments are all the more in- 
tense for the realization that, ironically, grue- 
some death found its victims in an establishment 
dedicated to healing and the relief of pain. But 
what are words to those involved in the tragedy? 
There is consolation only in the knowledge that 
time may take some of the horror out of their 
memories. 

Meanwhile, there will be the usual investiga- 
tions. It may turn out that some unintended 
carelessness, some thoughtless and seemingly 
trifling neglect was the cause of the fire. That 
will make others cautious—at least for a time. 
But such zeal is likely to fade more quickly than 
the memories of those who stood by in Effing- 
ham and could do nothing. 

But at least one conclusion ought to be kept 
alive. The Effingham fire demonstrated that 
Southern Illinois does not have nearly enough 
hospitals. Victims of the fire had to be sent as 
far as Terre Haute and Granite City. In other 
words, ambulances had to cover the whole width 
of the state. 

Unfortunately, many another rural section of 
the United States suffers from a similar short- 
age of hospitals, doctors and nurses. If, in- 
directly, the Effingham fire helps to relieve 
those shortages, there may be a little more con- 
solation for those whom it has devastated. 
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Good School Board Members 


The returns on the voting for members of the 
Board of Education were about as satisfactory 
as any that came in last night. There were four 
outstanding candidates for these seats, and three 
of them were elected, the other running an im- 
pressive fifth. 

Oscar A. Ehrhardt received by far the largest 
number of votes, 81,896, showing that this CIO 
official has gained a wide reputation for good 
citizenship through his civic activities in the past. 
He should prove a quiet yet effective force for 
progressive educational policies. 

Mrs. Irma H. Friede and Hyman M. Stolar ran 
third and fourth, respectively. Both have bet- 
ter than average records as board members. No 
doubt, they will regard yesterday’s voting as a 
vindication of their occasional opposition to the 
more politically-minded members of the board. 

Tnat organization work and strenuous cam- 
paigning pay off on election day was demon- 
strated by the re-election of Dr. Herbert O. Win- 
terer, who ran some 6000 votes behind Mr. 
Ehrhardt. It is to be hoped that Dr. Winterer 
will abandon his notion that the St. Louis schools 
should be conducted by a “business man.” The 
Board of Education, of course, should follow 
sound, economical policies, but the post of Super- 
intendent should always be filled by a man who 
is primarily an educator. 

That Mrs. Kenneth Teasdale should have run 
fifth is not only a personal tribute to her, but 
also a testimony to the value of indorsement 
by groups interested only in raising the stand- 
ards of public service. These citizens have am- 
ple cause to congratulate themselves on the elec- 
tion of three of the four candidates they sup- 
ported. And so have all the people of St. Louis. 
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Common Playground 


We in the United States are amazingly 
rich in the elements from which to weave a 
culture. We have the best of man’s past on 
which to draw, brought to us by our native 
folk and folk from all parts of the world. 
In binding these elements into a national 
fabric of beauty and strength, let us keep 
the original fibre so intact that the fine- 
ness of each will show in the completed 
handiwork. 

These are words which the late Franklin D. 
Roosevelt wrote to North Carolina playwright 
Paul Green in tribute to the National Folk Festi- 
val. They are worth reading again now that 
Amos Kubik, the clear-voiced town crier of 
Provincetown, Mass., is in St. Louis to open the 
sessions of the fifteenth annual festival. 

Fifteen gatherings of singers and dancers and 
story tellers and game players are a lot of na- 
tional festivals and the fact that so many have 
been held is testimony to the worth of Sarah 
Gertrude Knott’s idea, which first blossomed in 
St. Louis in 1934. Where Kiowa Indians and 
groups of Polish, French, English, Lithuanian, 
Jewish, Croatian, Japanese, Russian and Mexi- 
can dancers perform for one another national- 
istic differences melt away and common aspira- 
tions for happy living come to the fore. 

Folk customs of Missouri and the Ozarks are 
prominent this year. From Shannondale comes 
an Ozark game party company and the makings 
of a pie supper, from Neosho a dulcimer player, 
from Springfield hill ballads, as told by May 
Kennedy McCord, and guitar music for “When 
the Leaves Come Drifting Down.” And the 
Wurst Jagers of Rhineland, Mo., will “make the 
rounds for sausage and drink on the eve Lent,” 
as their fathers and grandfathers before them 
did in the German-settled village for more than 
100 years. 

In no other country could there be a meeting 
of such diverse groups on so large a scale. This 
is a thought about the United States in which 
Folk Festival participants and spectators alike 
should find rich satisfaction.

Is Tottering Franco Our Ally?

of door tactics arouse suspicion; thinks State Department should make 
its position clear; Franco is already capitalizing on situation.

Another of those mysterious anonymous 
“spokesmen,” who seem better informed on 
American foreign policy than the State De- 
partment itself does, announces from Ma- 
drid that the United States is considering 
a loan to Spain “to prevent collapse of the 
Franco regime.” This change of policy, 
the spokesman explains, is part of the 
United States program for “keeping Com- 
munism out of Western Europe.” 


The increasing number of these nameless 
heralds of a changing American policy is 
bound to arouse some suspicion that a 
campaign to recon- 
cile Americans. to 
the apparent inevit- 
ability of aid to 
Franco is being con- 
ducted from Spain. 

If the spokesmen 

are unconnected with 

and disapproved by 

the State Depart- 

ment, its position 

should be made 

clear. But if the de- 

partment is tacitly 

supporting this 

change for reasons 

of expediency which 

it feels justify a pol- 

icy reversal, why does it not say so open- 
ly, at home? The issue is important and 
controversial. 

A majority of- Americans still dislike and 
disapprove of Franco and have not been 
impressed by the arguments so far ad- 
vanced for supporting his regime with cash 
and the prestige of recognition. Back-door 
tactics, and these include the six-month 
Chase Bank loan to Spain which would 
scarcely have been made without State De- 
partment permissfon, allow for no open dis- 
cussion and must indicate to foreigners 
that we are ashamed of the virtues of ex- 
pediency even as we put them to use. 


Military men, traveling Congressmen and 
the anonymous spokesmen are united in 
urging two grounds upon which they con- 
sider the collapsing Franco regime worthy 
of assistance. First, that it is anti- 
Communist, which is undoubtedly true. Sec- 
ond, that the Pyrenees offer an excellent 
line of defense for an American army, after 
it has abandoned the rest of Europe to 
Soviet occupation. 

These certainly are reasons of a purely 
negative expediency, presented as though 
they are unanswerable except by wild-eyed 
idealists who have no conception of life in 
a world of tooth and claw. 


Idealism is perhaps too strong a word 
for the distaste felt by ordinarily decent 


people at the thought of Franco as an ally. 
But putting aside idealism or distaste, does 
expediency alone produce a cast-iron argu- 
ment for tossing billions into bankrupt 
Spain? To our mind it does not. — 

Spain has no Communist party now. In 
spite of assiduous propaganda to the con- 
trary, there has never been a Spanish Com- 
munist party worth a second thought. Even 
among the predominantly socialist exiles 
living in misery in France and Mexico, 
Communist influence is virtually non- 
existent. 

We do not need to spend a penny in 
Spain t> prop up the corrupt and dying 
Franco machine as an alternative to the 
seizure of power by hidden Communist 
hordes. 


Then thefe is the question of military 


usefulness. Franco has geography as his 


most powerful ally. But any outside army 
seeking to use that alliance’ must first re- 
build the Spanish highway system and the 
Spanish railways, at virtually incalculable 
cost. 

The mountain roads are dilapidated and 
inacequate for military traffic. Railways 
are in dangerously bad condition. The 
boasted “finest army in Europe” which 
supposedly would put a million trained 
men as reinforceménts for American 
troops, if any ever have the misfortune to 
have to fight in Spain, consists actually of 
around 350,000 conscripts. Impartial ob- 
servers describe it as corrupt, shabby, unin- 
structed in modern methods and virtually 
unequipped. 

That gleam in the eyes of our generals 
and their congressional admirers derives 
almost solely front wishful thinking plus a 
study of the Spanish terrain. To reinforce 
those mountain peaks we should have to 
spend billions on supplies, equipment, 
training, airficlds and a communications 
system. 

While doing this we should have to swalk- 
low the arrogance of our newest and least 
creditable partner, who ifs already laying 
down the conditions under which Spain 
might be prevailed upon to accept Ameri- 
can aid. We should have frightened and 
alienated every Western European democ- 
racy and have committed. ourselves irrev- 
ocably to the rebuilding and perpetuation 
of the last moth-eaten outpost of Fascism 
in Europe. This is an appalling price to 
pay for “stopping Communism” in virtually 
the only place it has néver had a foothold. 

The battle between two ways of life is 
still a battle of ideas—and ideals—and our 
side deserves stronger, more dependable 
weapons than it can buy from Franco and 
his exhausted nation. 


Civil Rights in Missouri

Because the extension of civil rights to 
Negroes in the South will have the most 
meaning when granted by those who have 
withheld them, we are encouraged by a de- 
velopment in the border State of Missouri. 


The Missouri House of Representatives has — 


voted, 92 to 25, for a bill ending racial dis- 
crimination against Negroes in tax- 
supported institutions of higher learning. 

How much more hopeful this action is 
than the same law passed by Congress 
would be! Coming from the legislators of 
Missouri, it represents, we take it, the con- 
science of Missourians (though we recog- 
nize that the Missouri Senate could still 
block the bill). Were it to come from 
Washington, it would represent the over- 
whelming conscience of Northerners and 
would arouse rancor, blind resistance and 
effective nullification in the South. 

We recognize, of course, that the Federal 
Government had something to do with the 
vote on this bill. The Supreme Court's de- 
cisions in the Oklahoma cases last year 
involving the barrier against Negro stu- 
dents in the law school of the University 


- 


of Oklahoma must have persuaded more 
than a few of the Missouri legislators. And 
President Truman’s own uncompromising 
insistence on his federal civil rights pro- 
gram must have influenced some. 

Yet we persist in the belief that civil 
rights imposed by Washington would be 
ill-fated and thus no solution of the segre- 
gation problem, whereas home-rule deci- 
sions abolishing segregation attack the evil 
where it lives. The evolutionary growth of 
the Southern white man’s conscience is in 
our view the most hopeful process by 


“which segregation in its ugly forms will 


ultimately be ended and civil rights fully 
guaranteed. It is not only the surer way 
but may well prove the faster way.

CHINA CHANGED MY MIND, Davie Morris. 

(Houghton Mifflin Co., 202 pgs., $2.50.) 

An unusual young man of understanding 
and gentle humor, David Morris possesses 
Tennyson's “true humility, the highest vir- 
tue, mother of them all.” Such a man 
could see China at its worst, as Morris 
did, and then write the bare truth with a 
pen guided by compassion. A conscientious 
objector and an Oxford student, he was as- 
signed to the Friends Ambulance Unit in 
1940 and soon after found himself in a. 
charcoal burning truck transporting medi- 
cal supplies in the Kunming-Chungking 
area of Western China.

Molotov Plus 122. 


The error of Molotov at the first 
conference in Paris in the summer 
of 1947 initiating the Marshall 
plan has been compounded many 
times over. British Foreign Min- 
ister Bevin tells a story about 
that conference which indicates 
that the Soviet decision to stay 
out may have been a close one. It 
may also throw significant light 
on the changes now taking place 
in-the Kremlin. 

Molotov arrived in Paris for the 
first Marshall plan talk with a 
staff of 122 assistants. This in 
itself seemed to indicate that the 
Sdéviets had decided for a time at 
least to play ball. If he were 
there merely to repeat the fa- 
miliar Russian “No,” he would 
hardly have bothered to bring so 
many helpers. 


A Complete Reversal. 


At the first closed session, the 
Foreign Ministers of Western Eu- 
rope sat around the table eagerly 
waiting to learn the Soviet view- 
point. Molotov was one of the 
first speakers, While he ‘spoke 
with the customary Russian cau- 
tion, he indicated clearly that his 
Government would participate in 
the Marshall plan. ; 

Then came time for a_ brief 
recess. -At this point, a Soviet

An Error Compounded. 


Why? From then. on the an- 
swers are speculative. The best 
guess is that the Kremlin feared 
that if the satellites were once 
drawn into the Western orbit with 
the benefits of Marshall plan aid, 
they could never be kept in sub- 
jection to Moscow. 

But if the Russians had come 
in, it is most unlikely that Con- 
gress would have approved large- 
scale Marshall plan aid. From 
| within, the Soviet could have car-

That is the error which Soviet 
hostility has compounded over 
and over again.

He turned then from the dis- 
cussion of Asia in general to the 
Dominion of India, a country he 
described as already in the hands 
of democratic leaders who need 
the help of the United States to 
rgise the standard of living ‘of 
the subcontinent’s 400 million 
persons. 

Friendship With India. 

“There are great possibilities 
for intimate friendship between 
our country and India, the poten- 
tial stronghold of Asiatic democ- 
racy,” he continued. “We are do- 
ing nothing right now to encour- 
age and develop ihat friendship. 
Yet in New Delhi sits the most 
aggressive fender of Asiatic de- 
mociacy that we can hope to 
Claim as an ally. 

“India, in Pandit Nehru and 
his associates, has ready-made 
democratic leaders. They know 


the meaning of democracy. They 
know the alternatives. They don’t 
need to be tutored in democratic 
thought. But they do need tangi- 
ble help—help that will bring their 
wealth out of the ground, help 
that will bring science and inven- 
tion to India’s teeming millions.” 
He said the propaganda war in 
which the Communists were now 
engaged was like a virus, “circu- 
lating about the whole world, go- 
ing from nation to nation, attack- 
ing the least resistant and leav- 
ing them helpless and crippled.” 
“But just as we have recog- 
nized that preventive measures to 
stave off disease are a far hap- 
pier goal than curative action, so 
we must realize that preventive 
action in Asia is a far happier 
goal than the inevitable military 
cure.”

CLOSE OF ALCATRAZ 
PRISON CONSIDERED, 
CONGRESS IS TOLD 
California Objects to Place 
but FBI Chief Wants 
It Continued. 


WASHINGTON, April 6 (AP)— 
The government is considering 
closing Alcatraz prison, in San 
Francisco bay, Congress was told 
yesterday. 

In testimony made public by the 
House Appropriations Committee, 
Attorney General Tom Clark said 
California members of Congress 
proposed more than a year ago 
that the Government’s toughest 
prison be closed. 

James V. Bennett, director of 
prisons, “is rather inclined toward 
closing it,” Clark added, but FBI 
Chief J. Edgar Hoover is opposed. 
Clark asked the Appropriations 
Committee to study the problem. 

It costs $650,000 a year to op- 
erate Alcatraz, Clark said, and 
. the question is whether this is a 
good investment so far as the 
entire prison system is concerned. 

“It is just a question, from the 
psychological standpoint, of what 
the effect (of closing Alcatraz) 
would be on some 16,000 of those 
in prison, as well as on law en- 
forcement generally,” he explained.

SICAS THAT STEEL 
AUTO SHORTAGES 
MAY BE EAR EN 


Metal Production Ap- 
proaches Demand and 
Competition . Returns 
to Car Industry. 


WASHINGTON, April 6 (UP)— 
There were unmistakable signs to- 
day that the last of the major 
shortages—steel and automobiles 
—may be near an end. 

Steel production is rapidly ap- 
proaching demand, and genuine 
competition is returning to the 
automobile industry for the first 
time in more than eight years. 

In addition, Inland Steel Co., a 
big independent producer, an- 
nounced that it is cutting its price 
on steel rails $6 a ton. 

(About 4480 CIO Steel Workers 
have been laid off in the Chicago 
area since Jan. 1 because of a 
seasonal production slump.) Two 
price cut move brought predictions 
from industry observers that wide- 
spread price breaks may be in 
the offing. 

These~ developments, coupled 
with the return of a buyers’ mar- 
ket.in nearly every. other phase of 
the domestic economy, are making 
the sledding continually tougher 
for President Truman’s anti-infla- 
tion program. 

Democratic Replies. 

However, Democratic party 
leaders have an answer for any- 
one who says controls are not 
needed. 

National Chairman J. Howard 
McGrath maintains that the pro- 
gram is not so much an anti-in- 
flation measure as it is an “eco- 
nomic stability program.” He in- 
sisted that “drops in prices, even 
though scattered and not of major 
importance, are just as much an 
argument for the economic sta- 
bility program as are sudden rises 
in prices.” 

He warned that Americans 
should not forget “the lesson of 
past depressions that we cannot 
have a prosperous, high-production 
free enterprise economy unless 
workers, farmers and business are 
ali getting their fair share of our 
national income.” 

Dr. Edwin G. Nourse said he 
and his members of Truman’s 
Council of Economic Advisers 
were inclined to interpret current 
business trends “optimistically.” 

Chairman Maybank (Dem.), 
South Carolina, let it be known 
that the Senate Banking Commit- 
tee plans no study of the Presi- 
dent’s economic stabilization pro- 
Sram for at least another month. 
“The committee has too much. 
else to do in the meantime,” May- 
bank told reporters. He _ said 
there is no intention of pigeon- 
holing the program inde‘ initely. 

Inquiry Approved. 

The committee gave its ap- 
Proval to a bill empowering the 
Senate-House economic committee 
to investigate what the chairman 
of that group, Senator O’Mahorey 
(Dem.), Wyoming, has called 
“some of the major threats to 
economic instability.” The inquiry 
would cover investment problems, 

co-ordination of monetary credit 
and fiscal policies, the problems 
of low-income families, and unem- 
plovment trends. 

Maybank’s committee also ap- 
proved a resolution to allow his 
group to investigate the “middle- 
~~ gg profit in business gener- 

Biggest news of the week in the 

steel industry is the price of steel 
scrap. At the beginning of 1949, 
steel producers were paving $43 a 
ton for both No, 1 and No, 2 grade 
heavy melting scrap. Now, the No. 
2 grade is selling for $25 a ton at 
Pittsburgh. While no one hes pur- 
chesed any No. 1 grede in the 
last few days, it is believed it 
would bring less than $30 a ton.

Recent developments in steel 
have been reflected in price cuts 
in the auto industrv. Manufac- 
turers sav the cuts have been made 
possible, in part, by lower material 
costs. 

General Motors was first, and 
was followed by Willvs-Overlend, 
Kaiser-Frazer, Ford an? Nash. The 
spotlight is now on Chrysler, the 
single holdout among the “big 
three” of the automobile industry. 

Price cuts in the metals indus- 
try have not been restricted to 
steel. Lead prices have dropped 
from 21% cents a pound to about 
17 ‘cents since early in March. The 
trend also has spread to some 
other important metals, including 
zinc and copper. 


Steel Industry Earned $575,000,000 
in °48, Says Iron Age. 
NEW YORK, April 6 (AP) — 
Iron Age, metal working trade 
weekly, said today in a financial 
analysis that the steel industry 
earned last year approximately 
$575,000,000, or a little less than 
7 cents per sales dollar on record 

sales of $8,500,000,000. 

The Iron Age study said expense 
of the industry’s expansion was 
reflected by an increase of about 
a billion dollars in invested cap- 
ital over the last two years. While 
common stock dividends increased 
only 7.1 per cent in 1948, it said, 
surplus funds—set aside for ex- 
pansion, impravements or rough 
weather—were boosted by about 
24 per cent.

Bormann, 46 years old, who was 
one of Hitler's adjutants, told 
German authorities he had been 
living under a false name at 
Muehldorf in Bavaria since the 
end of the war. Of his brother 
Martin, Albert said: “He is dead.” 

The prosecution will demand 
Albert Bormann’s classification as 
a “major Nazi offender,” the worst 
type of Nazi. Conviction can

TAKE KEY HEIGHTS: 


IN GRAMIMOS ARCA 


Athens Claims They Were 
Repulsed, but Now Are 
Counter - Attacking — 
See-Saw Battles. 


. ATHENS, April 6 (AP) — The 
Greek rebel radio broadcast to- 
day that guerrilla forces have re- 
captured the mountainous western 
Grammos area, but the national 
government insisted the Greek 
army has the upper hand. 

The guerrillas were driven from 
the area by nationalist troops in 
a bloody, bitterly-fought campaign 
last fall, escaping across the 
border into neighboring countries. 

A government communique said 
the rebels, in a lightning attack 
from across the Albanian frontier, 
seized several strategic heights, 
but were driven from those van- 
tage points in four days of fu- 
ricus fighting. 

The government said the battle 
still rages, with its ground troops 
and planes inflicting heavy put- 
ishment onthe invaders. It de- 
scribed major see-saw battles at 
Mounts Tambouri and Prophet 
Elias, which the communique said 
the rebels in four days won, lost, 
and are now counter-attacking. 
Air force planes flew 87 sorties 
yesterday, the communique said, 
bombing and strafing rebel posi- 
tions, munitions dumps and trans- 
port columns.

RED ULTIMATUM 
FOR SURRENDER: 


Acting President Report- 
ed Trying Desperately 
to Get Better Terms | 
From Communists. 


NANKING, April 6 (AP)—Act- 
ing President Li Tsung-jen to- 
night was reported to have reject- 
ed a Communist ultimatum for 
the virtual surrender of the Nan- 
king Government. 

Semi-official Chinese quarters 
said Li still was making a des- 
perate attempt to bargain with 
the Reds for better terms. Li also 
was said to have turned down a 
proposal that he go to Peiping, 
where peace talks now are in 
progress. 

He was reported to have been 
invited (presumably by the Reds) 
to go to Peiping and serve on a 
joint committee which would su- 
pervise the handing over of Na- 
tionalist armies to the Commu- 
nists. 

While the peace talks took a 
turn for the worse, the Red radio 
kept up its attacks. An editorial 
broadcast by the station demagd- 
ed the immediate surrender of the 
Government, 

The report of the Red ultimatum 
circulated in Nanking a few hours 
earlier. It was attributed to au- 
thoritative sources. 

As a gesult of the ultimatum Li 
was said to have advised western 
power diplomats the Reds may 
cross the Yangtze within 10 days. 
The Yangtze has been the line of 
demarc@tion between Nationalist 
and Red forces for some months. 

Meanwhile, the story of one of 
history’s strangest battles—raging 
deep under the ground around 
Taiyuan—was told by the Gover- 
nor of Shansi. 


U.S. ARMY PARADE IN TRIESTE 
BRINGS PRO-ITALIAN OUTBURST 


TRIESTE, April 6 (UP)—The 
United States Army day parade 
here turned into a wild pro-Italian 
demonstration today. More than 
30,000 persons jammed the water- 
front and adjacent streets to 
watch the biggest United States 
Army parade ever held in this dis- 
puted port city. They pelted the 
marchers with flowers. One group 
of singing Italians tangled with a 
Communist strong-arm squad out- 
side Communist party headquar- 
ters. 

Some 3500 American’ troops 
passed in review along the water- 
front within view of Yugoslav pa- 
trols in Marshal Tito’s zone of the 
Trieste free territory. As _ the 
parade ended, pro-Italian demon- 
strators rushed to the reviewing 
stind, draped three Italian gen- 
erals with flowers and bore them 
off to the parade area. 

Trieste mounted police and 
United States military police res- 
cued the generals and placed them 
in cars. James C. Dunn, United 
States Ambassador to Italy, and 
V. Adm, Forrest.P. Sherman, com- 
mander of the Sixth Mediter- 
ranean Task Force, were in the 
reviewing stand.

Basis of Conflict. 


The conflict revolves around 
whether Nourse is chairman in 
fact as well‘as title. So long as 
he refuses to testify before Con- 
gress and Keyserling and Clark 
do, they become the spokesmen 
for the council. 

In February, at the invitation 
of Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyoming, chairman of the Jeint 
Committee on the Economic Re- 
port, Keyserling and Clark testi- 
fied in favor of the President’s 
anti-inflation program. They. em- 
phasized the inflationary trends 
in the economy. Subsequently, in 
an interview with reporters, 
Nourse took issue with his col-. 
leagues, insisting we were in a 
period of disinflation. The differ- 
ent outlooks on the state of the 
economy emphasized the _ split 
within the council] in philosophy 
and procedure. 

The President apparently has 
not made up his mind on the coun- 
cil’s role. Before presenting his 
State-of-the-Union message to Con- 
gress, he asked Nourse to serve as 
a co-ordinator of a cabinet com- 
mittee to pull together an eco- 
nomic program. Thus, he assigned 
the council a political role. At the 
same time, however, he has always 
respected Nourse’s wisn not to ap- 
pear before congressional commit- 
tees in support of Administration 
programs. 


O’Mahoney’s View. 


O’Mahoney feels that “Congress 
should have the benefit of the 
views of the council.” He told me: 
“I look,on the council as a pro- 
fessional economic body, and I’m 
sure there must be variations in 
views among the members. Eco- 
nomics is not an exact science.” 

When the council was first or- 
ganized late in 1946, Keyserling 
and Clark accepted Nourse’s. pref- 
erence for silence, but they chafed 
under the rule. They argued, who 
is better qualified than the Presi- 
dent’s economic advisers to pre- 
sent to Congress the economic 
problems that confront the coun- 
try? They wanted to be on the 
battle line, fighting for their ideas. 

The difference over. role result- 
ed in differences over the coun- 
cil’s operations. At the outset, 
Nourse, Keyserling and Clark con- 
ducted periodico staff conferences, 
Nourse acting as ‘chairman, but 
gradually, the conferences were 
abandoned. Clark. and Keyser- 
ling felt they were ineffectual. 
There was even a suggestion— 
which fortunately didn’t get too 
far—that each council member 
have his individual staff. That 
would have divided the council 
into three research kingdoms, 
each with separate spheres of in- 
fluence, and would have resulted 
in a lower degree of liaison and 
rapport than now exists. 


Growing Pains.

Fix It Yourself

Plastering Cracks. 


EFORE we get going on this 
B opus we might as well make 
it perfectly clear that there is 
no use trying to patch plaster in 
a wall until the crack has decided 
to stop growing. One way to find 
out is to draw a pencil line at 
the bottom of the crack and wait 
a week or so. If the line is still 
intact then the crack is probably 
not going to do any more moving 
around. About the best way to 
fill a-large crack is with patch- 
ing plaster. You can use plaster of 
Paris but this sets pretty fast 
and it takes a good man or wom- 
an to get it where it is needed 
before it gets too hard to work 
with. 
Commercial patching plaster 
has a retardant in it so that it 
gives you a little time to work 


with it. The cracks should be cut 
out with an old screw driver so 
that the inside is a little wider 
than the outside. This will pro- 
duce a little key to keep the patch 
from falling out when it is dry. 
Once this has been done dust out 
the crack, wet down the sides and 
pack in your patching plaster. 

If the crack is rather wide, it 
is a good idea to do the patching 
in two coats. Let the first coat

Simple and Radical 


ASTOID operations are of two 

kinds, the simple and the rad- 

ical. In the simple operation 
‘the diseased bone is removed, and 
in addition many other structures 
of the inner ear are necessarily 
removed to clean out all infected 
areas. The simple operation will 
clean up many of the cases of 
chronic running ears, which often 
come from infection of the mas- 
toid bone cells. 

There are other indications, how- 
ever, for the radical operation be- 
sides an unsuccessful simple oper- 
ation. Among these other indica- 
tions are abcesses of the brain, 
meningitis, and pus in the general 
circulation arising from these pus- 
laden mastoid bone cells. The radi- 
cal type of operation almest al- 
ways results in deafness on that 
one side, whereas hearing may be 
preserved after the simple type 
of operation. 

The choice of the operation must 
necessarily be left to the skill, 
judgment and training of the ear 
surgeon in charge.

CHAPTER 32. 

T the bottom of the steps the 
A cross was waiting. Jesus must 

kneel in the street. A part of 
the crossbar would be hooked over 
His shoulder.

Contract 
Bridge

ET’S look at a deal which 
|, mnouta be played either opti- 

mistically or pessimistically, 
dépending on whether it occurs 
at rubber bridge or at match- 
point duplicate. 
_ South, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable. 


At either rubber bridge or 
match-points, South should reach 
a four-spade contract via some 
such bidding as: 

South West 


1 spade Pass 2 spades Pass 
4 spades Pass Pass Pass 
Let’s assume that West opens 
the heart jack from the top of his 
three-card sequence, which would 
be a normal selection. It doesn't 
matter whether or not East plays 
the king; in any case, South wins 
and starts to take out trumps. 


How should he go about this 
trump-drawing? The answer de- 
pends entirely on whether South 
is playing rubber bridge or match- 
point duplicate! At rubber bridge, 
he’sees that he must lose only two 
diamond tricks, and therefore can 
well afford the loss of a trump 
trick. Thus, his proper play is to 
cash no More than one high 
trump, and then to lead a low 
trump toward dummy’s jack. If 
EITHER defenders has four 
trumps to the queen-ten, this safe- 
ty play returns high dividends, be- 
cause it will hold that defender to 
one trick in the suit. If declarer 
lays down the ace-king of trumps, 
and gets the mentioned break, he 
will lose two trump tricks and his 
contract. 

At match-points, however, the 
fact that a 3-2 break of the five 
missing trumps is PROBABLE, 
strongly depreciates the value of 
the safety play, because now, the 
chance that South MAY drop the 
spade queen in two leads becomes 
of considerable importance. By 
using the safety play, South might 
get a bad match-point score even 
though he was insuring the con- 
tract!
